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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant is in effect arguing limitations not found 
in the original disclosure. Applicant directs attention to page 9 of the specification and to original claim 3 as providing support for this 
limitation. A review of page 9 and of original claim 3 falls to find support for where the "target receptors," which "are single-stranded 
nucleic acids of a predetermined base sequence," are "of length up to 1 mm." A review of the cited passages of page 9 of the 
specification and of claim 3 does find support for where the combination of "target receptor, which is bonded with the carrier on a part 
thereof, and bonded with the labeled substance on the other part thereof, is formed in a slender shape" which can be of a length of up to 
1 mm. The combination of elements, however, does not teach that the "target receptor" alone, and which must be of a predetermined 
sequence and be a single-stranded nucleic acid, be of that length. Accordingly, and in the absence of convincing evidence to the 
contrary, the rejection is maintained . 
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
